Por  domiciliary  confinements  the  full  establishment 
of  staff  has  operated  during  the  year,  comprising  three 
midwives,  assisted  where  necessary  by  a relief  midwife 
operating  from  Pontefract.

Gas  and  air  analgesia  was  freely  used  and  appreciated 
by  the  patients,  as  was  the  analgesic  drug  pethidine  which  has 
proved  a most  useful  weapon  in  the  fight  for  painless  childbirth. 

Care  of  the  Premature  Infant. 


Sixteen  premature  infants  were  notified  during  the 
year.  In  each  case  a special  investigation  was  made  and  help 
given  as  required.  In  hospital  cases  there  was  close  liaison 
between  hospitals  and  authorities. 

PART  POUR 
SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SBRVIQES. 

Routine  school  medical  inspections  were  carried  out  in 
the  Peatherstone  schools  during  the  year. 

A clinic  session  for  consultation  with  the  School 
Medical  Officer  was  held  on  the  first  and  third  Monday  in  the 
month  at  which  parents  could  attend.  These  clinics  are  of 
special  value  in  dee^ling  with  the  debilitated  child.  The 
average  attendance  for  this  session  was  26. 

Cases  requiring  consultation  with  a specialist,  that 
is  to  say  orthopaedic  cases,  ear,  nose  and  throat  oases,  and 
eye  cases  were  referred  to  the  appropriate'  clinics  at  Pontefract 
and  dealt  with  there. 

Minor  Ailment  Clinics,  in  the  charge  of  the  school 
nurse,  were  held  daily  for  one  hour.  An  average  of  6 children 
per  day  attended  these  sessions. 

Mrs.  N,  Hepworth,  Speech  Therapist,  held  regular 
Speech  Clinics  at  Peatherstone.

The  Home  Nursing  Service  has  been  operated  throughout 
the  year  by  two  nurses  and  a relief  nurse.  Over  200  cases  have 
been  nursed  and  7,806  visits  made.

Much  good  work  has  been  done  under  this  heading  during 
the  year,  A Health  Visitor  from  the  Peatherstone  area 
commenced  attending  at  the  Ackton  Hospital  and  a Health  Visitor 
from  Pontefract  has  visited  the  Pontefract  General  Infirmary 
daily.  They  have  been  able  on  the  one  hand  to  furnish  back- 
ground histories  of  patients  where  such  information  was  of 
importance,  and  on  the  other  hand  to  give  early  information  of 
the  discharge  of  patients  from  hospital  whom  the  personal  health 
services  might  assist.

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All  the  huilt-up  areas  of  the  district  are  sewered 
v/ith  the  exception  of  the  Wood  Lane  area  where  the  houses 
are  drained  to  cesspools 5 and  cesspools  are  used  at 
several  isolated  houses  throughout  the  district.  The  total 
number  of  cesspools  in  use  is  61  and  these  are  regularly 
emptied  by  means  of  a mechanical  cesspool  emptier. 

The  tv/o  sewage  works  have  given  satisfactory  service 
during  the  year. 

Scavenging  is  done  by  direct  labour  and  has  been 
satisfactorily  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  weight  of  refuse  collected  was  9,173 
tons.  Of  this  quantity  9,101  tons  v/ere  disposed  of  by 
tipping  and  72  tons  recovered  as  salvage.

NUISANCE : 361  Nuisances  were  discovered,  the  majority 

of  v/hich  wore  abated  as  the  result  of  inforraa,!  action. 

It  was  found  necesss,ry  to  serve  Statutory  Notices  in 
92  cases,  of  these,  51  were  abated  v/ithout  recourse  to  legal 
action,  and  1 carried  out  in  default  by  Council  workmen. 

REGULATED  TRADES;  Only  one  ''offensive  trade"  is 
established  in  the  district,  that  of  tripe  boiler.  This 
v/as  operated  during  the  year  without  nuisance. 

FACTORIES:  The  term  Factory  includes  premises  largo 
and  small  where  articles  are  made,  altered  or  repaired  for 
purpose  of  gain.  There  arc  36  such  premises  on  the  Register 
and  82  inspections  were  made  of  these  premises  during  the 
year. 


RODENT  CONTROL:  During  the  year  206  premises  v/ere 
baited _ (probait'  and  poison)  against  rats.  These  were  mostly 
small  infestations 5 but  included  several  allotments,  624 
dead  rats  and  29  dead  mice  v/ero  picked  up,  which  indicated 
that  a large  number  of  rats  wore  killed. 

The  Council's  own  premises,  sewage  works  and  refuse  tip 
were  treated  at  3 monthly  intervals,  A sewer  test  was 
carried  out  in  September. 
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HOUSING : The  demand  for  houses  shows  no  sign  of 

abating,  and  at  the  time  of  v/riting  this  report  we  have 
a waitirjg  list  of  849, 

During  the  year  under  reviev^f  €6  houses  and  bungalows 
were  completed  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  6 houses  and 
bungalows  by  private  enterprise.
